DAY. | 


Some Difficulties 
Cleared Up. 
NO “SQUEEZE” PERMITTED. 


To-day is Census Day and all 
people who are alive at midnight 
should be included in the Census 
returns, During the last ‘fort- 

‘night the enumerators have been 
voing round their chstriets de- 
livering forms, explaining them, 
and writing them up for those 
who are unable to do so. 
Reports received from the chief 
enumerators have in many cases 
been most reassuring, showing 
that the enumerators were doing 
their work quite well. Instances 
have arisen, however, of terrible 
stupidity, carelessness, and even 
of absence from the Colony of 
‘some ecnumerators, and it has 
been an anxious and busy time 
for those in charge of the office to 
correct these mistakes, _ replace 
absent enumerators. and general- 
ly watch their various activities, 

A little ambiguity still remains 
in some people’s minds regarding 
the particulars to be entered up, 
and J should like to clear up these 
difficulties. . 

Night Duty. 

A person on night duty usually 
has a home to go to on leaving 
duty. The fact that he happens 
to be on certain premises at the 
“zero hour" of 12 midnight does 

‘not ‘make it compulsory’ for him 
to be enumerated in these pre- 
mises, He returns to his home 
next morning and is entered up 
there. In the same way if you 
happen to be. dancing at Repulse 
Bay Hotel that night or are spend- 
ing the evening with friends, you 
may be absent fromeyour house 
at 12 midnight; but even it -you 
do not ‘get back till the early 
hours of the. morning; you atill 
“pass the night” in your own 
home or at least you enter it on 
Sunday morning, not having deen 

enumerate olrewhere. (See 
heading to Column 1 of the 
Form). , 
' Chinese Households. 


Another difficulty, which, I am 
afraid, still persists, arises in the 
case of certain Chinese house- 
holds. As -is well-known, a 
wealthy gentleman may have two 

. or many more households of 
which he is the head.

SERVICE. 


: London, January 27. 
Arrangements have been com- 
pleted betv-een Imperial Airways, 


the Cunard Steamship Company,

CARE OF SILVER. 


Clean, shining silver, whether 
the supply be limited to requisite 
articles for table use, or comprise

INSURANCE OF CPR. 
LINER. 


To the Capacity of the 
.Market. . 


Arrangements had been made 
for the - inclusion of the in- 
surances of the Empress of 
Britain, the new Canadian Pacific 
liner of 42,000 tons, in the contract 
for the rest of the C.P.R. fleet. 
The risk is important because 
while it is by no means the biggest 
that has ever been placed, it is one 
of the biggest ever placed in the 
London market, and also because 
by the method adopted in covering 
the risk, it has been found possible 
to overcome some of the difficulties 
which exist in,connection with the 
insurance of giant Miners of high 
The actual inaured value 
of the vessel is £1,600,000, or 
‘£100,000 less than that of the 
'|Mauretartia, and £160,000 less than 
that of the N.D.L. liner Bremen, 
but it is said that the total amount 
covered on the whole risk is about 
£2,000,000, which is just about the 
known capacity of the, British 
market. ‘ ; 

In covering this large amount, 
the fact that the C.P.R, fleet is a 
much sought efter risk must have 
been of considerable help. The 
contract to which the risk on the 
Empress of Britain has been add- 
ed had, in fact, been overdone, al- 
though the “top value” of the fleet 
was £1,000,000. Had the risks on 
the ship gone forward in the 
ordinary way, the Hnes written by 
underwriters on the “top value” 
would have been reduced, and 
their tnes on the other vessels 
would also have been reduced pro- 
portionately. In udding the Em- 
press of Britain to the fleet, it is 
understood that the brokers in- 
formed the underwriters that their | 
lines would go forward in full on’ 
the new vessel, which became the 
“top value,” and that their lines on 
the other vessels would ke pro rata 
of the inaured value of £1,600,000.

the Chamber of Shipping of the 
United, Kingdom, in the course of 
n paper on the subject of 
“Shipping in “its relation. to 
road ,rail, .and air in co-opera- 
tion and competition,” read before 
the Institute of Transport. 

“The public interest,” he went 
on, “is undoubtedly to obtain the 
most fully developed and best 
spread system of transport of the 
highest possible efficiency at the 
Jowest possible cost, and while an 
individual trader must be expected 
to avail himaelf to the full of ship- 
ping or railway rates which do 
not make thoir fair contribution to 
the total cost, yet such rates are 
not in accordance with the generar 
interest. The problem, therefore, 
is how to get the fullest advantage 
with the fewest . disadyantages 
from a competitive system, and un-: 
doubtedly the closest possible per- 


sonal contact between those -con- 
cerned is desirable | to promote that 
end. 

“Full advantage can be ‘taken of 
competition only if it 13 prosecat- 
ed ina spirit of friendly co- 
operation,” concludes Mr. Clemin- 
son. “If this Institute will steadi- 
ly pursue the policy.‘of promoting 
co-operation laid down In its con- 
stitution, and so admirably stress- 
ed by Sir Josiah: Stamp in his 
presidential address in 1999, it will 
deserve well of our own generation 
and future generations.”

SOCIAL CLUBS. 

The college life of the students of 
the Tokyo Imperial University be- 
gins at the time when the 
beautiful cherry blossoms -bloom 
fragrantly on the * Yayoi 
Hill on the campus in 
April. The figures of the happy, 
joyous, youthful, energetic fresh- 
men, wearing the square caps and 
donning the uniform of’ bronze 
buttons, with their eyes burn- 
ing with the enthusiasm for ac- 
ndemic Ilfe, appear in the univer- 
sity in a great number. They are 
all young and ambitious chaps with 
thelr ages not more than twenty 
years in general. After listening 
to the speeches delivered by the 
president of the University and the 
denn for students on the traditions 
of the-institution or the freedom of 
study at the solemnly held convoca- 
tion, the new students have become 
full-fledged college men. It will 
not be very long before they begin 
to talk on the question in connec 
tion with the attitudes and scholar- 


ship of “their professors and pre- 


decessors. 

The students of science and 
will be Ied to the 
laboratories, machine-shops, or the 
power houses, while those of law 
and Hterature -introduced. to their 
professors who have been occupying 
various rooms of research wworks 
surrounded by numerous books, 
magazines and scholarly papera. 
The medical students go out for 
purchasing the stethoscopes and 
other necessary equipments for 
their study, and agricultural stu- 
dents visit different stables and 
cow-houses to get the first view of 
the horses and cows. 

Eight College Clubs. 

Bight colleges of the Tokyo Im- 
perial University have their own

They hold excursions 
and picnics Jater with, the purpose 
of getting acquainted with’ each 
other among the members of their 
own clubs, The welcome receptions 
have ‘usually been carried out by the 
clubs with pep and enthusinsm, ¢3- 
pecially the Tetsumon Club: pre- 
sents every year most interesting 
pageants and programmes: of 
comical entertainments. There aro 
twenty-one student organizations, 
beside the clubs of different col- 
leges, to which any student can be- 
come a member, which are as fol- 
lows: bie :

"TERRIBLE PICTURE 
OF SLAVERY. 


‘eConditions in the Black 
Republic. 


BRUTAL EXPLOITATION. 


A terrible pickue of the slavery 
and analogons conditions which 
they found to exist in the Black 
African Republi¢ of Liberia are 
contained in the report of the In- 
temational Commisstan of Inquiry 
which has been issued at Geneva, 
Below are desertbed the cruelties 
involved in the reeruilment and 
rhipment of Inbony which have 
heen inflicted on the native tribes 
with the connivance and participa- 
tion of officials vonnected with the 
Government of the country. ° 

Geneva, Jan, 11. 

Slave raiding and trading, foreed 
labour without pay, brigand+ 
nye, cruelty, barbarities intimida- 
tion and terrorism, brutal ex- 
ploitation of the natives, extor- 

* tion, plunder and oficial corrup- 
tion, rape, and even murder—page 
after page, the ot of the In- 
ternational Commision of Tnquiry 
into the alleged existence of slav- 
ery in Liberia, unfolds its tule of 
horrors in the Nepro republic of 
West Africa. 

For years past stories of slav- 
ery practi in thet country have 
been circulating throughout the 
world. In reply too stiff note 
from the United States Govern- 
ment in 1929 the Liberian Seere- 
tary of State gave in writing his 
Government's “solemn and cate- 
gorical denial of the existence in 
the Republic” of conditions hard- 
ly distinguishable from organised 
slave trading, and offered to have 
the charyes investivated on the 
apot by a-competrut, impartial, 
and unprejudiced commission, 

In the following Sentember the 
permanent Liberian delegate wee 
credited to the Leavue of Nations 
informed the President of the 
League Coungil that “in order to 
dispel onee and for nll even the 

s slightest doubt” his Government 


tinguishable frem slave raiding 
and slave trading and frequently 
by misrepresenting the destina- 
tlon,”” : 

(6) Labour employed for pri- 
vate purposes on privately owned 
plantations “has been impressed 
for this service on the authority 
of high Government ofictals, but 
there is no evidence that the Fire- 
stone Company consciously ¢m- 
ploys any but voluntary Jabour on 
its rubber plantations.” 

(7) The Commission further 
find that Vice-President Yancy 
and other high officials of the 
Liberian Government as well 18 
County Superintendents and Dis- 
trict. Commissioners, have ‘given 
their sanction for the compulsory 
recruitment of labour for road 
construction, for shipment abroad 
and other work by the ald and as- 
alstance of the Liberian: Frontier 
Force. These officials have also 
condoned the utilisation of the 
intimidation of villagers, the 
humiliation ana degradation of 
native chiefs and for the impri- 
sonment of inhabitante.” 

Coercing the Chiefs. 

Some idea of the general char- 
neter of the report haa previous- 
ly been given in the Straits Times. 
The particulars now given are 
based on the sworn testimony of 
a large number of persons Inter- 
rogated by the Commission, and 
reven) a truly terrible state of, 
affairs. 

The President: of the Republic, 
Mr. C. D. B. King, does not appear 
to have been personally involved. 
But it is stated that his Vice-Pre- 
sident, Yancy, ood-winked the 
President and became a veritable 
tyrant, of whom practically all the 
chiefs lived in terror, 

One instance out ef many re- 
corded in the report will serve to 
diactoge the character of the Vice- 
President. <A tribal dispute was 
brought before him by the Chief 
Jeh. Yancy ordered him to go back 
and bring the lawyers £100. The 
Chief returned wi'h the money. 
“This is not enowgh for lawyers,” 
snid Yancy. : 

Chief Jch went, back to his 
people and borrowed £300 from 
the Cavalla River Company, giv-

Charges Confirmed. 

Their report issued at Geneva 
yesterday instead of dispelling 
doubt confirrgs the charges and 
now imparts to them an offictal 
character, It i9 divided into two 
main sections, one dealing with 
slavery. and the other with forced 
labour. : 

The outstanding points: In the 
Commiasion’s findings aro as fol-

The case was then diemissed, bul 
Yaney demanded further payments 
for setting Jeh free, amounting 
to £295, The Cz‘el was rearreat- 
ed, and his people had to pay a 
fine of £300 for his release, though 
he was still detained, 

The Vice-President then com- 
mandeered 50 boys of Jeh’s tribe 
for shipment to tac Spanish pro- 
tectornate of Fernando Po, He 
met with oppositica. whereupon he 
announced that Jeh’s “town” 
would in default have to pay £500. 
The supply of boys was promised, 
but when the ship arrived with 
Yancy on bohrd the boys could 
not.be found. 

Yancy was furious and sent 
word to the Chief that if the gang 
for shipment was not ready in a 
few hours, he weuld burn the 
town. The boys had fled ta the 
bush, but eventually 316 were 
wounded up and driven on board. 
Yancy later sen( 2 Inrge company 
of soldiers into the district to col- 
lect the remaining 200 boys. 

The aoldiers caught the old men, 
flogged and bound them, killed 
cattle and goats. and demanded 
gums of money and bags of rice. 
The hostages were delivered to 
Yancy and placed in gaol until the 
200 boys were forthcoming. a 

This instance of Yancy’s treat-. 
ment of the people is fairly tyni- 
cal of many others mentioned In 
the report, and it should be re- 
membered that the Commissioners 
had neither the timo nor the op- 
portunity of investigating all the 
cases. 

Deserted Villages. 


This slave trading in Liberian 
natives for Fernando Po must 
have -been a lucrative business, 
for the Spanish syndicate paid to 
the Liberian reerujting agents “by 
agreement £9 for each boy plus 6 
bonus of £1,000 for each 1,500 
boys. Most of the boys were sent 
to the Spanish and Portuguese 
jelands under false pretences.

Punishments cf a horriblo kind 
are inflicted on the filmsfest pre- 
text. “If .we-ga back, Jimmy 
Miller put ua up the kitchen and 
get fire under,” explained ono na- 
tive to the Comnussioners. This 
refers to a common form of 
punishment in which the native ia 
strung up to the rafters to a 
height, and then literally smoked 
over a dire in which red pepper 
has been thrown. f 

Flogging Prevalent. 

Floggings are prevalent, and in 
some cases nativna hnve been 
beaten to death. To punish some 
of the natives their, wives have 
been taken away by officials and 
forced to live in adultery. In 
greatest fear of what might hap- 
pen when they returned to their 
husbands, these wretched women 
have deliberately killed babies 
born to them through the adult- 
ery. 

One of the moat dreaded men- 
sures of punishment is the 
“basket.” A big basket is filled 
with earth and’ heavy stones, and 
lifted, by several soldicrs upon the 
head of the luckless native, who 
has fallen fout of the officials of 
the rond building. The boy is 
then told to turn round and round, 
and while he is doing this the 
soldiers’ give the heavy load an 
extra twist. Iu this way necks 
are frequently broken and men 
killed, and more often it causes 
injury to the neck. resulting in 
subsequent death. 

This system of forced labour 
compels the natives te neglect the 
cultivation of their own plots of 
ground, and in the end is a serl- 
dus economic los3 .o the Republic. 

The human nawn — system, 
though a customary feature of the 
social structure of most backward 
countries, is greatly aggravated 
in Liberia by the system of com- 
pulsory labour, It has been atat- 
ed nbove that heavy fines are fre- 
quently and unjustly inflicted 
upon native workers on the road. 
As often ag not the boys or their 
chiefs cannot pay these fines, and 
seek escape from the penalty by 
pawning their relatives. 

The report gives instances of 

numerous cases, In one case ten 
chiefs and headmnen clubbed to- 
gether and pawned their children 
to pay) a comrvnal fine of £82. 
The duration of a pawn contract 
js indefinife.: The holder of a 
family pawn has the right to take 
her to wife. 
“In districts where male labour 
is scarce “a man will take a num- 
ber of women in pawn and place 
them at work on ‘his farm. They 
are encouraged to entice young 
men into intimate relations with 
them and the young men are im- 
mediately seized, fined, and made 
to work out the amount of the fine 
on the farm.” 

The price of a pawn is the price 
of a slave, and in practice’ it is 
impossible for a pawn to redeem 
hir self. 

Intimidation, 


In their concluding observa- 
tlons, the Comvy‘ssioners state 
that intimidation has been and is 
the key word of, the Government's 
native policy; that development 
and social progress are unknown, 
while servitude and slavedom have 
taken their place, that the results 
are disastrous and ‘hat the natives 
live a harried and half-starved 
existence or else flee the country. 

The first radicai change they re- 
commend is the removal of the 
five District -Con-missioners “as 
dishonest and corrupt officials.” 
They ‘suggest giving Sraportant ap- 
pointments to Aniericans or Euro- 
peans of high moral standard. 
Their other suggestions and re- 
commendations may be summaris- 
ed as follows: -

USING THE WRIS 


TS IN THE SWING. 


_ INFLUENCE OF GRIP. 


How do you use your wrista ia 
golf? » 

Whatever you answer you ara 
likely to be wrong by the standards 
of one school of experts or another. 
It is n most controversial topic 
this question of the use—and the 
misuse—of the wrists. 

I was remivded of the fact the 
other day while watching a golfer 
who had an unugualls lor.g and easy 
swing, but who was just incapable 
of timing hie shots at‘ all, His 
worst fault was hitiing the ground 
behind the ball, but even a clean hit 
shot did not travel the distance that 
might have been expected from the 
length and momentum of the swing. 

The trouble with this golfer was 
“too much wrist.” 

No golfer will cver hit a long 
bali, or play a short one accurately, 
unless he uses his wrists, but the 
baffling point is ‘how the wrists can 
correctly be used. 

Too much wrist at th> top of the 
awing is bad. It leads to over- 
wwinging; the player probably fails 
to wet the club-head through with 
a snap—having exhaust:d his wrist 
reashing the ball— 
with the result that he gets his 
hands and body in front and slices 
badly. 

Strength of . Wrist. 

Yet, if a player could possess th> 
strength of wrist and the’ balanco 
of swing to begin wrist action at 
the top of the swing and still get 
in a whip-like crack at impact with 
the ball, he should secure a 
tremendous downward pace with 
the club-head and add yards to th2 
length of his drive. 

I have met few golfers, however, 
who ‘could start wrist action early 
ong still keep in reserve a) final 
crack. 

Most golfera keep wrist ation | 
out of the top of the swing. é 

It is sound to endeavour to keep , 
the wrists out of the shot until you 
have struck the ball. You wil! | 
not, in actual effect, succeed in de- |

The problem is, of course, to keep 
a firm enough grip on the club with- 
oul teneing the wrists. This is 
done by ‘relying on the left hand 
to keep the club- steady, letting the 
right hand ‘bring the touch of 
lightness and flexibility that te 
needed. ' 

A firm grip with the ieft hand is 
advised for the golfing swing—but 
there are firm: grips—and firm 
grips! 

It is the habit of the beginner tc 
grasp the shaft of the club with all 
five fingers and the thumb of the 
left hand closed round [It ina vice- 
like grip, so soon as the “firm left 
hand” is mentioned to him. Much 
better shota will be produced if the 
thumb ‘and first finger of the left 
hand hold almost loosely. There 
should be no tenseness jn the grip 
of these two digits. 

The firmer grip is tuken by th 
last three fingers of the hand. 
When this is ‘done, the contro! is 
obtained over the club, and the grin 
Is not Hable to loasen at the top of 
the  siving. Furthermore, ‘the 
necessary flexibility of the wrista is 
no‘ interfered sith. . 

Naturally, a golfer, on buying 
new clubs, is careful about the 
lenzth he buys. Judging each 
club by the usual stundard, he 
chooses the right length for him- 
self, 

fiut, even so, there is a wide 
elersent of doubt among many a 
besinner as to where on the foot. 
or more of leather grip that adorne 
hin club his fingers are to tak; up 
their grasp. 


Depends on Individual, 


As a matter of fact, this point 
also depends on the individudl—the 
j fact that there is such a wide 
margin, that ‘the grip .s made so 
long at ali, proves it. 

The rule is that the club should 
be held o8 near the end of the shaft 
as possible—but “possible” means 
,;aS ear = as is consistent 
with perfect control and 
balance; At least half an inch 
should be left protruding from the 


{left hand when the grip has been 


taken up, and if ‘comfort demands 
that an even lower grip be taken, 
this should be done. ‘That is the 
grip for wooden shots. 
nearer the ball gets to the hole, the 
more will the hands wander down 
the grip of the club-shaft. 

A golfer’s grip should enable him 
to glock” hie wrists at the top of 
the swing, and then bring his right 
hand into, the shot with a snap as 
the ball is struck. It is important 
to delay swvrist action until! the

HOW TO POT AT 
BILLIARDS. 


‘Vital Leg 5 aiid Body 
Action. 


THE “SCREW” EFFECT. 


[By Willie Smith} 

“Winning hazard striking Is 
absolutely vital in the equipment 
of a billiards player. Not only for 
break building. To be able to pot 
a ball well often gots a player out 
of a tight corner’ and solves many 
problems for one when difficult 
winning hazards are the only 
practical solution for the sfext shot. 

What is the secret of being able 
to pot a ball well? My answer is 
—Cue action and a gool firm 
stance at the table, writes Willie 
Smith in the Burwat Billiards 
Revue. 

It is most ‘important to keep the 
body perfectly still when delivering 
the cue for the stroke. Not one In 
a thousand value this préperly:

WENDY'S LITTLE DRESSMAKERS. 


An Apron Like Wendy's. 


“A pretty apron for Mother,” 
is the special request this weck. 
{So J am going to tell you how to 


_ {make one like Wendy’s, 


You will need two and a quar- 
ter yards of Russian crash, which 
|you can buy for sixpence the 
yard, fifteen inches wide; you'll 
also want some coloured cotton 
braid for the binding, and any 
odds and ends\of coloured” wools 
you can find for the embroidered 
trimming on the pocket. 
First cut off the odd quarter of 
a yard—this is to make the 
pocket. Now cut the remaining

two yards in half up the 
centre, so’ that’ you have 
two yard-long pieces, Cut one of 
the pieces in half again, and lay 
these two pieces one each side of 
the yard-long bit—the Diagram 
explains what I mean. Sew the 


-| pieces to the Jong main part of 


the apron, one each side, and go 
over the joins with back-stitch- 
ing in wool to match the colour 
of the binding you are going to 
use. 

Take the piece for the pocket 
—it will be fifteen inches’ wide 
and nine inches deep—and draw 
a little design, like the one shown 
in Diagram A, in the centre. 
Work the tub in blue wool, using 
darning-stitches right across 
and outlining ~ it with back- 
stitching. Then pencil round 
pennies and ha’pennies to get the 
shapes of the flowers; work these 
in buttonhole stitch, back-stitch, 
and lazy-daisy ‘stitch, making 
them all very bright and gay, and 
giving some of them black cen- 
‘tres, others yellow, or orange. 
Work the tree trunk in brown 
satin stitch, and add green lazy- 
daisy leaves . here and there 
amidst the flowers. Press the 
embroidery well under a damp 
cloth; bind the top edge of the 
pocket with braid, and stitch it 
firmly to the front of the apron.. 

Bind all the apron edges with 
the braid, and sew a loop to the 
top of the bib part, so - that it 
can be slipped over the wear- 
er’s head.

STORMY STRAITS. 


[The Question of thé Straits,” by 
~ P. P. Graves; Benn, 10/6.) 


The Straits referred to are the 
Bosphorus and the Dardanelles, 
and the author, formerly corres- 
fondent of the Times in the Near 
East, knows what he is writing 
nbout. In this all too short book, 
Mr. Graves tells us the thrilling 
three-thousand-year story of these 
stormy ‘straits, and shows how 
since the days of the Golden 
Fleece and the Rape of Helen the 
two channels between the Mediter- 
ranean and Black Seas have been 
the cause of wars, intrigue, and 
bloodshed enormous. Peace in- 
deed did brood over these waters 
between the time. of Constantine 
and the heyday of Turkish power, 
but with the decadetce of Turkey 
and the growth of Russia the 
question of the Straits became 
acute once more and kept on 
growing more and more serious 
until the Great War. 

Mr. Graves begins by taking us 
of the 
Hittites, first users of jron, the 
Trojans, the early Achaens” and 
the first Grecks, and shows how, 
the Straits influenced early Euro- 
pean history, and therefore con- 
sequent civilisation, for fourteen 
centuries before Rome took over 
command. Then comes the Otto- 
man threat, and we sce what stiff 
obstacles the Dardanelles and. 
Bosphorus were to land lubbers 
like the Seljuk Turks. Follows a 
chapter on‘ the grandeur and de- 
cline of the Turks after which we 
have interesting glimpses of the 
schemes of Peter, Catherine, Mah- 
mud, Nicholas, Beaconsfield, the 
Kniser and _ others. In the 
Epilogue we are given the text of 
the latest treaties and .a rather 
gloomy forecast’ regarding the 
future of what hag been the most 
troublesome strip of water in the 
world, 

This book is excellently written 
by one who has been there and 
widely before putting 
pen to paper, and would be great- 
ly improved. were it provided by 
tivo good maps—one to illustrate 
the first chapter and.another at 
the end to replace the poor one 
at present found there.

D’ANNUNZIO’S WORKS. 
Vatican Protest Against Cheap 
Edition. 


The announcement that a com- 


mittee has been formed to bring] 


out a complete and cheap edition 
of D’Annunziv’s works, which, 03 
is well known, are on the Vatican’a 
index of prohibited books, has call- 
ed forth a protest in the Osserva- 
tore Romano. a 

The existing national, and ex- 
pensive, edition of the poet's workg 
writes the Osservatore . Romano, 
was already an “offence” to the 
principles of Catholic teaching. 
This new edition, on the’ other 
hand, will bring these works 
which are “corrosive” of Catholic 
moral teaching, within reach also 
of the humbler classes. The 
article pays an eloquent tribute to 
the “genius” of the poet, but 
argues that a person, “endowed 
guch exceptional mental 
qualities” should feel greater 
responsibility in their omployment. 

The note concludes with a ree 
ference to the telegram of thanks 
addressed by the poct, “the reason 
for which seems obscure,” to 
Signor Mussolini, in’ which 
D’Annunzio refers to the present 
time aa beginning “his fourth 
period of youth as a writer.” The 
Osservatore Romano drily remarks 
that “just as youth does not return 
in the life of man, so it does not 
reblossom in his works. Youth 
either never departs from them or 
else never restores their. first 
apringtime.”

Romance of Modern ‘Aviation. 


January 22, 1991, 

One of the romances,of modern 
:aviation is the growth which Is 
now taking place in the - aerial 
transport of urgent merchandise. 

Often, at the present time, and 
jin-a-single day, more than 20 tons 
of freight are passing either in- 
ward or outward through Londt.n’s 
aerial terminus at Croydon. 
i During a recent period of nine 
months’ nearly 700 tons of urgent 
mails nnd merchandise were atlr- 
borne to and fro along the Euro- 
pean and Indian lines of Imperial 
Alrways. That such loada are 
greatly on the increase may be 
gathered from the fact that, during 
1928, the-total figure was not mre 
than about 600 tons. 


1 Remarkable, now, is the variety 
of air-borne merchandise. Often 
a stranded motorist on the’ cen- 
,tinent will cable for some spare 
part for his car. Across this goes 
‘to him at onc in the next alr ex- 
‘press. Fragile articles in growing 
numbers are dispatched by. aero- 
plane, not only on account of the 
apeed ‘but also for the reason that 
air-borne goods receive such caro 
in handling and transport. An. im- 
portant point, when considering 
the airway as a means of transit 
for urgent loads, is that insurance 
is cheaper py air than: by any 
other transport, owing to the ab- 
sence of pilfering und the greatly 
reduced risks of breakage. 


Nearly 2,000,000 wireless valves 
have now been air-borne in the 
machines of Imperial Airways be- 
tween London and the continent. 
So, also, have approximately 
£80,000 worth of loud-speakers.
